in the past-—-the encragehment of poll 
tics, 

“The moment polities erceps in, 
handicapping the officers, you are fin- | 
jshed,” Sir Henry sald. “We have run 
the road as a business proposition, re- 
fusing to admit any political interfer- 
ence and refraining from juterfering 
ourselyes in any political situation, | 

“We in Canada have just come 
through a very keenly-contested elec: | 
tion, and I think it 1s a generally 
recognized fact that throughout the 
‘campaign we kept the railway out of 
polities.” 

Sir JIenry predicted an increase of 
immigration from the Old Country to 
Canada during the coming year, “Our 
{mmigration policy is just getting into 
its stride,” he said, “and L belleve ft 
is going to produce very satisfactory 
results.” 

“The Old Country las touched bot- 
tom, and from now on things are go- 
ing to improve,” sald Sir Henry, He 
remarked that in Franee everybody 
was working.
